took no ill Method, ‘when they intended to reform 
and beautifie their Language, ‘in fetting ‘their belt 
Writers on ‘work to tranflate the Greek and Latin 
Avihors into. it, Thus far.cthis Learned: Prelate ; 
and another lately deceas’d, tells us, that the wa 
of leaving verbal Tranflations, and chiefly regard- 
fig the Senfe and Genius of the Author, wasicarce 
ers of in. England before this prefent Age. As 

the Diffictiity oftranflating well, every one, I 
bélieve, muft allow my Lord Rofcomon to be in 
the right, when he fays,
